Ham work, Mac got his first ticket in 1919 in the days of the old 
Spark transmitters, At that time there were only two licensed hams 

in Detroit but six stations were operating. Mac recalls that his first 


contact w.s with a bootlegger,He held the calls W8JCS and WACAA, both 
of which he let lapse, Im 1933 he took the exam again and has been 


rather active since then, DX those days consisted of working in 
Detroit or for-exceptionally good DX, Cleveland was contacted about 
©00 air miles away, ‘Operating on 200 meters he worked a commercial 
stetion ‘on 600. meters which was across the river in Canada, Mac 
became interested in traffic handling and became net control 

station for.the AARS state net besides that he was active in the 

lake net which operated on week ends, When Frank Murphy, a native of 


_ Detroit became Gov, General of =e Phillipines, quite a bit of trn»ffic 


flowed into Detroit from the Phillipines, Network became such a 


burden that he geve it up; W 8ICM took over the net control then, 
Mac recalls some of the old gang that were operaters then W8BCV, 
ICM, AV, IM and SS, A local club was formed which had 700 or 800 
members, Quite a few of the hams were engineers and technicians 
and me etings were of great interest when these fellow s held 
demonstrations, Meetings were held.in a large hall furnished by a _ 
large warehouse firm, W8SS was President, There were around 1200 
hams in detroit at that time. Ships that were layed up in the lake 
harbors for the winter usually had a man aboard as a watchman 

during the winter, These fellows were usually ship operators. They 
would assign themselves a VE call and work the local gang, As these 
rigs were self reotified Sines: pat affairs, their notes were usually 
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Mac remembers one of the old timers W8IM, who was rather an in- 
dependent chap. He wouldn't get a license because he thought this z

(4 Frat Brother), The first transmitter was a 245 tuned plate 
tuned grid with the 110 volt line feeding four chemical rectiviers, the jars with a 
borax, to which he ran the power input of three watts, Oh boye He put a larger 
supply on the 245 latér and was able to do’a little more than the local work he was cs 
able to do with the three watts, During the Chicago fair he handled very much es | 
trafiic with aid of W9HKH via Louisville, at his old QkA he used to live with 
W9DJP two uifferent transmitters at same location. During his life as a Ham he 
has had about all ARRL appointments some being OKS, O3S, RCC, KOWH and others 
DX worked by him included many countries on four continents. He wrked a fella | 
off the coast of Africa once but having no G@SL from him he doesntt expect anyore 
to believe it Hi, However he did work VOQH and received a card fron hin, this 
station being one of Morrissey&as arctic Explorations, Was using PR of 210's at | 
that time (1933), after moving outside of town he has spent most of his tin | 
building portable equipment.
